Mr,  Chairman,  Lady  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  much  pleasure  in  submitting  my  report  on  the  health  of  the 
district  for  the  year  ending  31st  December  1970  as  made  to  the  Minister 
of  Health  in  accordance  with  his  instructions. 

The  population  as  estimated  by  the  Registrar  General  in  June  1970 
was  38,150,  ein  increase  of  30  from  the  previous  year  I969.  The  number  of 
births  was  43  up  on  I969  and  deaths  by  I6, 

There  was  an  increase  of  11  deaths  due  to  malignant  neoplasm  of  the 
lung  and  bronchus.  Deaths  due  to  all  forms  of  malignant  neoplasm  other 
than  lung  and  bronchus  showed  a decrease  of  7 over  the  previous  year. 

Respiratory  tuberculosis  figures  showed  a decrease  of  2 on  I969. 

The  incidence  of  dysentery  decreased  from  58  in  I969  to  33  in  1970, 

Deaths  from  Ischaemic  Heart  Disease  rose  from  98  in  I969  to  114  in 
1970  and  deaths  from  suicide  and  self-inflicted  injuries  dropped  from  4 
in  1969  to  2 in  1970. 

I should  like  to  thank  Mr,  Wilson,  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector, 
and  all  members  of  the  Public  Health  Department  for  their  assistance  in 
compiling  this  report. 

My  thanks  are  extended  to  the  Chairman  and  members  of  the  Public 
Health  Conaaittee  and  Chief  Officials  for  their  constant  support.

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Explanatory  Note  on  Vital  Statistics 


Adjusted  Birth  and  Death  Rates 

The  adjusted  birth  and  death  rates  result  from  the  multiplication 
of  a district's  "crude"  rates  by  a comparability  factor  calculated  and 
supplied  by  the  Registrar  General  to  each  district. 

This  is  necessary  owing  to  the  different  composition  of  district 
populations.  Crude  rates  do  not  shov/  these  differences  and,  therefore, 
fail  as  comparative  indices, 

e,g.  District  "A"  has  a high  proportion  of  aged, 
ill  or  infirm  residents  who  will  obviously 
lower  the  birth  and  raise  the  death  rate 
figures.  Unless  some  adjustment  is  made  for 
these  factors  the  crude  birth  and  death  rates 
for  that  district  will  be  misleading,  compared 
with  District  "B"  which  may  have  only  a minority 
of  such  persons. 

The  adjusted  rates  can  be  talcen  as  a truer  comparison  against  the 
adjusted  rates  for  another  district  or  the  crude  rate  for  England  and 
Wales,

Adjustments  to  the  register  of  tuberculosis  persons  were  made  as 
shown  in  Table  IX  (Notifications,  Transfers,  Etc.);  Table  X (Age, 
Grouping  and  Separation  of  sexes  of  new  cases  and  deaths)  and  Table  XI 
(incidence  and  mortality  of  Tuberculosis  during  the  past  10  years), 

V/hen  desired,  houses  were  disinfected  after  removal  of  a patient 
to  hospital,  and  bedding  and  personal  belongings  subjected  to  a steam 
disinfection.  Structural  defects  in  houses,  particularly  regarding 
ventilation,  were  given  immediate  attention  and  any  case  known  to  be 
sharing  a bedroom  was  given  priority  in  rehousing. 

No  action  was  required  under  the  Public  Health  Act  (Prevention  of 
Tuberculosis)  Regulations  1925,  relating  to  persons  suffering  from 
pulmonary  tuberculosis  employed  in  the  milk  trade,

Mr,  Chairman,  Lady  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  pleasure  in  submitting  my  seventh  annual  report  on  the 
environmental  health  and  public  cleansing  services, 

1970  was  again  a very  busy  year  for  the  department,  and  one  of  the  most 
difficult  in  nty’  experience.  The  workmen  in  the  cleansing  section  were  badly 
bit  by  the  flu  epidemic  in  January,  Great  credit  is  due  to  the  men  who  kept 
the  service  going  xmder  very  great  difficulties.  This  is  a vital  public 
health  service  which  only  seems  to  gain  recognition  when  strikes  or  other 
causes  make  it  conspicuous  by  its  absence.  The  cleansing  foreman  was  absent 
for  six  months  during  the  year  and  Mr,  W,  Oldham  finally  retired  in  May  due 
to  ill  health  following  a major  operation  the  previous  June,  Mr,  Oldham 
was  replaced  by  Mr,  R«  ¥,  Smith  from  Stretford  who  took  up  the  appointment 
during  August, 

It  was  ironic  that  European  Conservation  Year  brought  the  suspension  of 
all  Denton’s  Smoke  Control  Orders  for  a year  due  to  the  shortage  of  solid 
smokeless  fuels.  It  was  depressing,  to  say  the  least,  to  see  more  chimneys 
emitting  smoke  than  for  many  years.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that  this  is  only  a 
temporary  setback,  but  the  price  of  solid  smokeless  fuels  is  cause  for  concern, 
and  may  cause  hardship  to  old  people  and  those  on  low  incomes. 

The  St,  Anne’s  Road  Depot  and  Tip,  opened  in  I962,  continued  to  operate 
satisfactorily.  The  weekly  collection  of  domestic  refuse  was  maintained 
throughout  the  year  despite  all  the  difficulties,  \Vhatever  criticisms  may  be 
made  of  the  bonus  scheme  the  fact  remains  that  for  more  than  ten  years  it  has 
given  Denton  a weekly  collection  of  refuse  - exactly  idaat  it  was  designed  to  do. 
Furthermore,  it  has  enabled  the  department  to  cope  with  all  new  building  during 
the  past  four  years  without  any  increase  in  manpower,  and  despite  a reduction  in 
the  working  week.  The  scheme  was  re-negotiated  with  the  Unions  at  the  beginning 
of  the  year. 

More  than  2,360  requests  to  remove  extra  rubbish,  household  ftu*niture,  etc, 
were  dealt  with  during  the  year.  The  number  of  free  removals  has  rocketed  from 
520  to  2181  in  four  years  and  has  caused  many  difficulties  and  problems. 

Ideally,  of  course,  these  requests  should  be  dealt  with  within  48  hours,  but 
they  do  not  come  in  in  a steady  flow.  Every  holiday  weekend  is  followed  by  a 
flood  of  requests  (20  to  30  in  one  day  is  not  imusual)  and  this  is  just  the 
worst  possible  time  as  the  department  is  busy  making  up  arrears  of  domestic 
refuse  collection.  This  results  in  increased  amounts  of  overtime  working  which 
is  very  costly  to  the  department  (and  ratepayers).  Just  what  has  the  department 
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to  do  to  stop  the  dumping  of  rubbish  on  every  available  site?  With  the 
resovirces  at  my  disposal  it  is  no  longer  possible  to  give  any  attention 
at  all  to  these  sites. 

31  scrap  and  derelict  vehicles  have  been  dealt  with  during  the  year; 
arrangements  for  the  removal  and  disposal  of  these  vehicles  have  again 
worked  very  smoothly. 

The  value  of  the  vehicle  maintenance  and  repair  workshop  has  again  been 
proved  but  does  not  seem  to  be  generally  recognised.  It  is  true  to  say  that 
mthout  this  workshop  it  would  have  been  impossible  at  times  to  maintain  the 
weekly  schedule  of  refuse  collection.  Two  of  the  Council's  vehicles  passed 
the  very  searching  and  comprehensive  Ministry  of  Transport  Goods  Vehicle 
Test  during  the  year.  V/hile  the  majority  of  the  Council’s  vehicles  are 
exempt  from  these  tests,  high  standards  of  maintenance  and  repair  are 
demanded  by  law,  and  all  these  vehicles  are  subject  to  spot  checks  as  some 
Councils  have  found  to  their  consternation. 

Houses  in  Clearance  Areas  in  Stockport  Road,  Holland  Street,  Gibraltar 
Lane  and  Frances  Street  were  demolished  during  the  year,  A Clearance  Order 
was  made  and  confirmed  on  6 houses  in  Peter  Street, 

A large  number  of  applications  were  received  from  property  owners  for 
Qualification  Certificates  under  the  Housing  Act  I969.  Apart  from  the  large 
amount  of  paper  work  involved,  each  house  must  receive  a detailed  inspection. 
Inevitably  there  will  be  long  delays  before  inspections  can  be  completed  as 
the  district  inspectors  are  already  very  busily  engaged  in  other  work. 

In  conclusion  I would  express  ny  gratitude  to  the  Chairman  and  Members 
of  the  Health  Committee  and  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  for  their  help 
and  support.  Once  again  I must  express  ny  warm  and  sincere  appreciation 
for  the  loyalty  and  conscientious  hard  work  given  by  the  staff  of  the  Health 
Department,

WATER  SUPPLY; 

There  is  a constant  supply  through  mains  to  all  parts  of  the 
district  of  upland  surface  water  gathered  in  the  Manchester  Corporation 
reservoirs.  26  partially  blocked  common  service  pipes  were  satisfactorily 
cleansed  and  a good  supply  restored. 

DBAIN/IGE  im  SE\#IRAGE; 

The  drainage  of  the  district  is  on  the  partially  separate  system. 

The  selvage  from  one  area  is  collected  at  a pumping  station  and,  after 
separation  of  the  storm  water  is  pumped  to  the  head  of  a gravitational 
sewer.  The  whole  of  the  sewage  from  the  district  is  delivered  ultimately 
to  the  Water  Pollution  Control  Department  by  way  of  two  main  outfall  sewers. 
The  process  of  treatment  at  the  V/ater  Pollution  Control  Department  consists 
of  primary  clarification  of  the  sewage,  whereby  solids  are  removed  by 
sedimentation  and  chemical  precipitation,  followed  by  treatment  on 
percolating  filters  in  which  the  clarified  tank  effluent  is  rendered  non- 
putrescible  by  bio-chemical  oxidisation.  The  deposited  sludge,  which  is 
screened  mechanically,  gravitates  to  the  pump  house  and  is  pumped  into 
digestion  tanks,  the  digested  sludge  being  ultimately  dried  on  adjoining 
drying  beds  and  disposed  of  chiefly  for  use  as  on  alternative  to  farmyard 
manure  and  fertilisers,

A regular  weekly  collection  fron  all  premises  in  the  district  was 
maintained  by  means  of  four  rear  loading  diesel  engined  vehicles  with 
salvage  trailers.  The  dustbin  incentive  bonus  scheme  continued  to  operate 
satisfactorily. 

Two  further  waggons  were  regularly  employed  in  the  collection  of 
salvage,  trade  waste  and  special  collections  of  household  refuse  such  as 
bedding,  old  furniture  etc,  and  a 10  cwt,  van  for  general  purposes. 

The  Council's  policy  to  collect  odd  items  of  hounehold  furniture  free 
of  charge  is  becoming  more  widely  known  and  would  seem  to  be  having  some 
effect  on  the  indiscriminate  dumping  of  such  articles;  although  there  is 
still  much  to  be  done  before  this  senseless  practice  is  stamped  out.  At 
times  the  number  of  requests  for  this  service  caused  great  difficulty  to  the 
department,  as  ideally  these  should  be  dealt  with  promptly,  but  there  is  no 
establishment  for  this  service  and  the  demand  fluctuates  remarkably.  The 
following  figures  show  the  number  of  chargeable  and  non-charge able  private 
works  carried  out,  and  vividly  illustrate  the  ever  increasing  demands  on 
the  department.

The  Council  is  a nenber  of  the  South  East  Lancashire  and  North  Cheshire 
Joint  CoDnittee  for  the  Investigation  of  Atnospheric  Pollution  and  operates 
three  volunetric  analysis  instrunents  for  aeasuring  pollution  by  snoke  and 
sulphur  dioxide;  one  in  the  Health  Departaent  in  the  tovm  centre,  one  at  the 
Water  Pollution  Control  Departnent  in  the  No, 3 Snoke  Control  ilrea,  and  one 
in  a private  garage  in  No,?  Snoke  Control  Area.  The  results  of  the 
observations  are  sho\m  on  Page  40. 

A graph  of  readings  taken  at  the  Health  Departaent  since  I96I  shov/s 
an  encouraging  decrease  in  snoke  pollution, 

29  snoke  observations  were  nade  during  the  year,  iThilst  it  vms  not 
necessar3r  to  take  legal  proceedings,  the  firns  concerned  were  warned. 

The  general  position  with  industry  in  Denton  was  generally  satisfactory, 
but  there  are  still  one  or  two  firns  where  equipnent  is  out  of  date  and  this 
will  need  to  be  renexyed  in  the  years  to  cone. 

Supplies  of  solid  snokeless  fuel  becane  difficult  at  the  end  of  the 
year,  indeed  it  was  only  gas  coke  that  was  in  good  supply,  and  Denton 
Gasworks  v/as  scheduled  to  close  in  the  Spring  - on  Governnent  instructions 
restricted  production  was  continued  for  another  year.  It  was  evident  that 
supplies  of  solid  smokeless  fuels  would  be  extrenely  difficult  during  the 
winter  of  1970/71  so  the  Council  reluctantly  decided  to  suspend  all  snoke 
control  areas  for  a year.  However  deplorable  fron  a clean  air  point  of  view 
the  decision  to  suspend  was  the  only  one  which  a Council  concerned  with  the 
welfare  of  its  residents  could  take  in  the  circunstances. 

Details  of  Snoke  Control  Areas  are  shown  in  the  table  on  page  41.
